SPBINGFIELD, 111., July 19.—By the suspen- 


sion of business, both public and private, and 
a general attendance at the funeral of Mrs. 
Lincoln, the citizens to-day testified their re- 
spect for the relict of the late president, 
Abraham Lincoln. The services were held 
in the First Presbyterian church, which was 
crowded with people, and the streets in the 
neighborhood were blocked with a throng 
unable to gain admittance, Gov. Cullom, 
Judge S. H. Treat, Gen. Jno. A. McClernand, 
the Hon. Milton Hay, Col. John Williams, 
the Hon. S. H. Jones, the Hon. James C. 
Conklmg, and Capt. John S. Bradford acted 
as pallbearers. The altar was completely 
covered with handsome flowers and crape. 
The state officials attended in a body* Sec- 
retary Lincoln and members of the family 
and relatives and near friends came just be- 
nind the remains, followed by the Lincoln 
Guard of Honor. The services were brief, 
consisting of music by a special choir, prayer 
by the Revs. R. O. Post and T. A. Parker, 
and a sermon bjy the Rev. J. A. Reed. The 
arrangements were simple, and there was no 
attempt at display.

Seated m the 
center of the proposed state of Dakota, 
they completely shut out 'the deserving 
people of the Black Hills region from the 
marts and society of the civilized world. 


The Indians occupying the reservation 


number 24,000, affording 3,500 aires to 
each male over eighteen, or 875 ajjsres to 
each man, woman and child. 


While the surplus population pf the 


older states are struggling toward the 
frontier in hopes of securing the 160 acres 
so generously accorded each head of a 
family, these nomads roam over their vast 
possessions spurning all contact with our 
modes of life, except to draw" ftoai the 
national government 
annuities 
upen 


which they exist, producing nothing ex- 
cept their blood-thirsty "Sitting Bulls," 
their presence being a blight upon our 
progress and a menace to our lives, 


The Black Hills region referred io con- 


tains 25,000 whites, already posses sed of 
farms sfocKed with more'than a half mil- 
lion head of cattle, beside sheep, iSiorses, 
crops, &c., together with valuable tallying 
interests which rank as second in tjhe list 
of golel--producing communities of the 
Union. 


Far east of this, and across the i wilder- 


ness of the reservation almost tw) hun- 
dred miles at the nearest point, liei '-old' 
Dakota, containing 150,000 whites 'exclu- 
sive of the population north of tlw forty- 
sixth parallel. These people have brought 
under cultivation more than 2,|00,000 
acres of soil, and surrounded themselves 
with all the appliances of frontier faiviliz- 
atio'n. Their railroads penetraM to the 
banks of the turbid Missouri, whjich di 
videsthem (irom the Sioux possession ^ 
where already^ townte and villages over- 
look the infpenetra&te wilderness1 t eyond. 
And the question daily recurp 1 o these 
pioneers^ as it must to you, sir, when the 
subject is brought tp your official consid- 
eration for the action of congress, why 
should the people of this nation be taxed 
to support a population in idleness and 
vagabondism which is maintained)in pos- 
session of a vast territory capable lof sus- 
taining a d'ense population, without re- 
sponsibility or restraint, acting as a bar- 
rier to the progress on all sides of them ? 


Within a year past the bloodthirsty 


Sitting Bull, with his band of -murderers, 
returned to tne United States from Can- 
ada and they have ta;cen up their domi- 
cile upon the reservation, where they, too, 
as well as the others, are supported at 


These people 


government expense in vagabondage and 
idleneness. 


ire gathered at five dif- 


terent points in the reservation, where 
there are government agencies establisl ted, 
at which points the different bands h ave 
fixed their homes, and where the women 
and children are led and protected wiile 
the warriors are abroad marauding a,nd 
pillaging. No white person, is permi ited 
to enter on any portion of this vast do- 
main, even in search of strayed stcck, 
under penalty of arrest and imprisonment 
by the government authorities, although 
there are extensive portions, within the 
reservation never visited by the Indians 
themselves, there being no game to all ire 
them. There are exceptions to this ex- 
clusion of white persons. Those who de- 
base themselves to cohabit with Indian 
squaws and conform to their cistoms, ire 
permitted to become of their E umber £,nd 
reside among them. 


Mr. Chairman, the world is freshly 


mourning the peaceful death of the great 
Pan-Slavic general, Skobeleff, whose bril- 
liant dash and wonderful ^achievements as 
a leader in the Russian army have filled 
the newspapers of the world during tihe 
past few years and won the ad miration! of 
all who have had the leisure or incli 
tion'to keep pace with his short career. 
Sir, the campaign which brought hi 
pre-eminently into notice wus the ofte 
which ended in the annexation of Bulga- 
ria to the dominion df the Cza::.

Tlie Dandy Clock. 


Louis Westhauser, at No. 22 Main street, 


has a wonderful clock hung up behind 
his countei. It is of German manufac- 
ture, and is made entirely of wood, except 
the works. Above the face are two small 
doors, * hiding from view a quail and 
cuckoo. At Uie quarter hour the door on 
the 1',-fi, files ooun and the quail comes out 
aad c.ills once; twice for ihe half hour, 
three times for the three-qu;irters, and four 
times :or the hour.
